continent. As his Jast act before 


starting on his eventful expedition, Sir ~ 


Ernest selected two Boy Scouts to bé 
cabin boys out-of ten picked out from 
the hundreds who applied from all 
parts of the United Kingdom because 
of their peculiar qualifications, As 
it happens, two from Scotland were 
preferred, one from Shetland and the 
other from Aberdeen, and naturally 
they were envied by all boys that 
have the call of adventure in their 
blood. Both of the chosen Scouts 
had gained the highest badges possi- 
ble, and what, perhaps, was the de- 
cisive qualification, they were accus- 
tomed to handling boats. Although

American Ship's Officers Take Movie 
at Petrograd Dock. 


The Daily Teilegraph tells how the” 


skipper of an American steamer with 
a cargo of flour for Petrograd obtain- 
ed a film of everyday scenes in Petro- 
grad by concealing a cinematographic 
camera on-the captain’s bridge and 
taking photographs through loopholes 
in the protecting canvas. 

Some of these photographs, it is 
stated will produce a sensation, es- 
pecially those showing several hun- 
dred famished people, who discharged 
the vessel’s cargo. Under compul- 
of Bolshevist overseers they 
worked from early morning till late at 
night, and then were locked up under 
guard until the next morning. They 
were fed principally on a disgusting 
liquid called soup, each portion being 
accompanied by a small piece of 
bread.
